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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 and 10-12, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over KR 2002-005341 2 in view of Izumi et al (USPN 5635220). In regard to claim 1 , KR 
2002-0053412 teach each claimed limitation (abstract; figs 1-4) except placing the 
encapsulated PCB module in a jig and mechanically removing the EMC corresponding 
to the upper gate and the lower gate from the encapsulated PCB module. Izumi et al 
teach an circuit board encapsulating method including removing the flash by placing the 
encapsulated circuit board module in a tie bar cutting die-as a note, the tie bar cutting 
die constitutes the claimed placing and mechanical removing steps. KR 2002-0053412 
and Izumi et al are combinable since they are analogous with respect to encapsulated 
circuit board modules having flashing thereon. Thus, it would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to include the placing and 
mechanical removing steps (tie bar cutting die) of Izumi et al into the process of KR 
2002-0053412 in order to efficiently remove the flash of the PCB of KR 2002-0053412. 
In regard to claims 10-12, such are taught by KR 2002-0053412 (abstract, figs 1-4).
